REVIEW OF THE WILMINGTON MARKET.

FOR THE WEEK ENDING JUNE 7TH. 1835.
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The :ecent rains having caused a rise in both branches of
the Cape Fear River, produce has come in quite freely from
above tide-way for the past three or four days.
